Wolters Recognized 


as Full Professor 
In an inaugural ceremony on March 





Dr. Albert M. Wolters. 


10th, Dr. Al Wolters, professor of 
religion and theology, was recognized 
as a full professor. The focus of the 
ceremony was an academic address by 
Dr. Wolters on the interpretation of the 
Biblical text 2 Peter 1:4, and the 
problematic phrase’ "partakers of the 
divine nature". 

The exegetical approach Dr. 
Wolters took is unlike the Greek 
Orthodox concept which leads to man’s 
deification. Such was not the intention 
of the text, Wolters maintained. 

Ina skillful and thorough 
exposition on the text, Wolters 
demonstrated that an alternative 
translation could, and should be 
‘partners of the Deity’. This, he 
pointed out, can be not only readily 
understood in a covenantal context, but 
would eliminate the misleading 
translation which lends itself to 
misinterpretation. 

In attendance at the event were a 
number of senior members from ICS, 
and Dr. Clark Pinnock of McMaster 
Divinity College. Dr. Pinnock 
commented that Wolters exegesis of 2 
Peter 1:4 was the most thorough and in 
depth analysis that he had 
encountered. 

Also in attendance was Mr. Syrt 
Wolters from British Columbia, father 
of the professor and columnist for the 
Calvinist Contact. 

The inaugural ceremony for full 
professorship is based on a traditional 
European model of recognizing a 
faculty member's qualifications, 
expertise, scholarship and service to 
the community, and requires a 
minimum of 12 years of teaching 
experience. The practice is one which 
has been adopted by only a small 
number of North American 
universities. 


Tuition Increase 

At its April meeting the Board of 
Governors approved the 1989-90 
budget which includes a 10% rise in 
tuition fees for the coming academic 
year. Due to rising interest rates and 
operating costs, the Board approved 
the increase which closely 
approximates tuition increases at other 


independent universities and colleges 
in North America. 

The 10% rise in fees is equivalent 
to $590 Canadian for the entire year, 
compared to Calvin's 9.9% increase 
which represents a rise of $610 U.S. 
The cost per course at Redeemer will 
therefore be up from $585 to $644, and 
residence fees will increase from 
$2,970 to $3,270 for the year. 

Fees set by Student Senate to 
cover Senate costs such as athletic 
activities, student orientation, and 
recreation fees, will be $240. 

Earlier this spring it was 
rumoured among the student body 
that tuition fees are being increased to 
offset disbursement of scholarship 
funds to Academic and Leadership 
Scholarship winners. The 
administration assured students that 
Redeemer College neither awarded 
nor funded these scholarships. They 
were awarded and funded soley by 
the Redeemer Foundation through 
outside funding sources. 


Redeemer Receives 
Matching Grant 

Under the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council's 
(SSHRCC) matching grants programs 
for privately funded research, 
Redeemer College has received a 
matching grant of $15,122. The 
money has been allocated to the 
Pascal Centre to further research on 
the relationship of faith and science. 

SSHRCC provides a program 
whereby Ontario universities can 
submit the total of their privately 
funded research for the preceeding 
year, and be eligible for up to 20% 
return. Redeemer College submitted 
the seventh largest privately funded 
research budget totalling over 
$435,000, all of which was accepted, 
and received the seventh largest grant 
provincially equivalent to 1.4% of the 
national total. 

However, due to the large number 
of applications submitted to SSHRCC, 
funds were distributed on a pro-rated 
basis. Rather than receiving the full 
20% for which Redeemer had been 
eligible, SSHRCC could only allocate 
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5%. Had this not been the case, 
Redeemer College would have been 
eligible to receive $87,000.

Her 
poem ‘Apple Wars’ will be published 
in the summer issue of The Christian 
Literary Magazine, an academic 
publication which services the 
Association’s membership. She will 
also be awarded $25.00 and a 
winner's certificate. 

Grace’s poem is a narrative which 








describes a childhood experience and 
interpersonal relationships. It uses 
Biblical symbolism and explores the 
theme of childhood innocence and the 
encroachment of technology. 

Grace, who is graduating this year 
with a major in English and a minor 
in Art, intends to pursue postgraduate 
work at Calvin College in Michigan 
toward a teaching certificate in 
English and Art.

A Critique: 
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Essays on Art and the Christian Imagination 


by Calvin Seerveld 

Institute for Christian Studies 
Toronto, Ontario 

Essays on Art and the Christian 
Imagination was published by 
Professor Mary-Leigh Morbey and 
senior art students at Redeemer. 

This is an unusually good 
collection of student essays connected 
by a common theme, and expertly 
produced. 

The uniting theme is this: what 
has the Christian imagination had to 
do with art in its history? The 
answer is demonstrated with tightly 
focused essays on specific artworks 
from Byzantine mosaics to the 
Waterloo Christian Reformed Church 
designed by Roland Jonker of F.]. 
Reinders and Associates. There is no 
speculative philosophy about what 

“the Christian imagination" might 
conceivably be. There is forthright 
presentation and deft analysis of 
what imaginative Christian artists 
have done. ; 

A striking characteristic of these 
eight essays is their uninhibited 
directness and sharp attention to 
detail of primary artworks, as well as 
excellent use of the best secondary 
sources on each figure treated (Gothic 
architecture, Michelangelo's pietas, 
Rubens, Rembrandt, Rouault, and 
Mondrian). No pile-up of 
qualifications, just good description 
and selected, situating comment: 
these essays are accessible for 
beginners in art history, and provide 


a helpful, balanced reminder for those 
who are art educated. 

The contributers did not blush to 
make insightful comments on their 
own. Willard Dykstra points out 
how Rembrandt converted 
Caravagegio’s chiaroscuro into serving 
Rembrandt's own Reformation view 
of human nature (pp.40-41), and how 
the absence of the Church's laying 
out prescriptions for artwork (within 
which Rubens did have to work) 
freed Rembrandt for imaginative 
service (p. 44). 

The essays are not only carefully 
related by consecutively numbered 


footnotes, but the later essay by Greg 


Linnell, for example, refers back to 


how Mondrian’s artwork and 


perspective contrasts with Rouault’s 
vision and with Michelangelo in the 
essay by Betty Broersma (pp. 63-65). 

An awareness of some of the 
theoretical problems connected with 
using a “psychoanalytic method" 
versus a “cultural history" method in 
treating art also surfaces in Linnell’s 
chapter (p. 63 n. 127), as it touches 
where we Christians are today as 
artists and public. 

I think this collection is a model of 
what ought to be done at a Christian 
college. It is evidence of superb 
learning, and therefore of gifted 
teaching. Not only the parents but 
also the supporters of Redeemer 
College could well examine this 
spiral-bound booklet, learn from it, 
and be very glad. >
